Toys for Children 


Shortly before Christmas, the 
Chairman of the British North 
Midland Regional Price Regula- 
tion, Committee, Sir Douglas! 
McGraith, said publicly that he 
was “appalled at the rubbishy 
and shoddy’ toys” that’ were 
being. sold in’ the , shops ' at 
fantastic prices.” © He ap»caled 
to members of the public who felt 
dissatisfied with ‘the price of toys 
to give the relevant information |° 
to his Committee, which had full 
powers to investigate all cases of 
overcharging. Up to the date.of 
his speech—a day or two before|°4 
Christmas Eve—there was plenty 
of evidence of discontent, but 
little help had been received by 
the Committee from buyers; 
judged from later réports, it 
appears that there was no greater 
degree of co-operation in the days 
after the holiday. A progressive 
step, however, has been taken by 
@ vicar in Chester; who writes 
about the “‘ toy racket ” in his 
parish magazi He remarks on 
“the scarcity of toys, which 
mean so much to children,” 
adds that they have been 
‘“‘ wretched in. quality and 
fantastic in price.” His solution [a 
is that parishioners should join|D 
together during the year to make 
toys at home, which may be sold 

“at sensible: prices’ to assist the 
church funds, If the suggestion 
jis well received, the children of 
that parish will do well next 
Christmas. There is no doubt that 
anybody with reasonably skilful 
hands, and reasonably cheap 
materials, can turn out foys for 
children, There is still less doubt 
that the value of a toy, to a ehild, 
bears no relation to its price. A 
misshapen teddy bear can give as 
much pleasure to. most children} - 
as any of the mechanical marvels 
that used to fascinate shopping 
fathers at pre-war Christmases, 
No doubt, the output of toys has 
fallen almost tó nothing, expenses 
are higher, and shopkeepers have 
to increase the prices of old-stock 
toys to compensate for their 
decreased turnover. Still, the 
prices, which . prevailed  lastin 
Christmas, even in Dublin, cannot 
whclly .be excused, Even less 
shcula prospective toy-makers bel 
deterred by reluctance to compete 
with the trade.

Wool Expert 


The loss at sea while on á voyage 
to South Africa of Mr. A. Foster du 
Plessis, chairman and one of the 
founders of the International Wool 
Secretariat,.is announced to-day. Mr. 
du Plessis was only 57, but he was 
one of the world’s greatest experts 
on wool production and marketing. 
Brought up on a sheep farm in South 
Africa, he studied wool mayketing at 
the London School of Economics. He 
was the first secretary of the South 
African Wool Marketing Committee, 
and was mainly responsible fc~ the 
foundation, five years ago, of the
